Japs Say 


Manila Bay Opened; 
Corregidor Cleared; 
Formosa Attacked

Tokyo radio reported last 
night that a regiment of Ameri- 
can troops had invaded Palawan 
island, long and narrow western- 
most island of the Philippines. 
There was no Allied confirma- 
tio. The broadcast was record- 
ed by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

The enemy radio. said the 
small Japanese garrison on Pala- 
wan “is offering violent battle 
at the present time.” The report- 
ed landing occurred at 11 a. m. 
yesterday (Japanese time). 

Tokyo radio announced also— 
this, too, without confirmation 
—that a strong force of Japanese 
aircraft had carried out “violent 
attacks” on a concentration of 
American warships in. the vicin- 
ity of Iwo Jima and the Bonin 
islands adjacent to the north.

Japs Burn Bodies To Avert 
Counting of Loss in Battle

IWO JIMA, Feb. 26.—(Delay- 
ed) -~*NANA)—To conceal the 
extent of their losses, the Japa- 
nese on Iwo are burning their 
dead in crematories deep under 
round. With a Fourth Division 
farine scout party, led by Maj.

The scouts almost had reached 
daylight at the far end of the 
cavern when the alert dog growl- 
ed a warning. The Marines flat- 
tened themselves against the wall 
as a Jap sniper tossed a grenade 
which wounded no one seriously. 
The sniper scurried for an exit, 
while Hanson, by means of a hand 
telephone, ordered his men on the 
outside to circle the cave. The Jap 
crawled to a trench and sprawled 
facedown among his own dead.

No one can be certain how widely and deeply the men who are 
doing the fighting feel about legislation, or whether, 
after the war 1s over, they or try to find out how 
various members of congress stood on this question.

In this 
connection, it should be kept in mind that the cutbacks in war 
production after VE-Day probably will be very much smaller than 
the estimates of last fall—probably nothing approaching 40 per cent, 
possibly not more than 10 or 20 per cent over all. 


This does not signify that the equipment now being used by 
the U. S. forces in Europe will be left there and that entirely new 
equipment will be issued for the Pacific. The plan is to transfer 
to the Pacific equipment which can be put in first-class condition 
excepting that needed for the policing of Germany. A good deal 
of worn equipment probably will be left in Europe. Some of-*ft 
which is not completely worn out may not have enough life left 
to justify packing and shipping it to the Far East.

WASHINGTON.—On the eve of the Sars 

Francisco United Nations conference, which is 

already being acclaimed as the most important 

conclave of its kind ever assembled, the United States senate is 
to be given a real test of statesmanship. 


A showdown is at last approaching on long-standing proposals 
for repeal of the constitutional provision requiring a two-thirds 
vote of the senate for ratification of treaties. 


The House Judiciary Comimittee, after careful consideration of 
the matter, has, by unanimous action, reported a resolution pro 
posing a constitutional amendment abolishing the two-thirds rule 
and giving the lower body equal authority with the senate in the 
treaty-ratifying process, 


From the unanimity with which the house committee acted it 
is reasonable to assume that the resolution will pass there in short 
order. Both Republicans and Democrats supported the proposition
